Pursuant to the City of Chicago Municipal Code Section 4-60-040 (h), the City of Chicago 
Department of Business Affairs and Consumer Protection (BACP) and the above named 
Licensee have agreed to the issuance of a Package Goods Liquor License under the following 
conditions: 

1. 	 Alcohol Sales Business Hours of Operation: Monday through Saturday from 7:00 a.m. 
-2:00a.m., and Sunday 11 :00 a.m. - 12:00 a.m. 

2. 	 The Licensee agrees that hard spirits shall be displayed behind the sales counter in a 
LOCKED contained shelving cabinet that will not be accessible by anyone other than the 
Sales Associate. 

3. 	 The Licensee agrees that there shall be no single sales ofbeer, malt liquor or ale in any 
size. 

4. 	 Licensee agrees to attend CAPS meetings on a regular basis. 

5. 	 The Licensee agrees that alcohol stored/displayed in the cooler shall only be available in 
locked doors. Employees shall unlock the doors only after the customer has been 
properly identified as being of legal age to purchase age-restricted products with a valid 
State of Illinois Drivers' License. 

6. 	 The Licensee agrees to monitor by live video and recorded video devices both inside 
and outside of the store.

7. 	 Licensee agrees that all employees shall be trained and certified in Coming of Age 
(Licensed beverage Alcohol Sellers and Servers Education and Training (BASSET) 
program). 

8. 	 7-Eieven's Mystery Shop Program: Licensee agrees that 7-Eleven shall conduct 
mystery shopper visits to the store in order to insure that the Licensee is properly utilizing 
the Coming of Age training program by asking for identification from anyone purchasing 
age-restricted products that appear to be under 30-years of age. 

9. 	 The licensee agrees to scan all Drivers' Licenses for proper age verification. 

The conditions of the Package Goods Liquor License issued pursuant to this Plan of Operation 
are legally binding and may be enforced by the City of Chicago enforcement authorities under 
Section 4-60-040 (h) of the City of Chicago Municipal Code. All other conditions of the license 
are governed by the City of Chicago Municipal Code. Violation of the above stated conditions 
may result in the imposition of a fine and/or suspension or revocation of all business licenses 
issued to the Licensee. Violation of the above stated conditions may also result in the issuance 
of Cease and Desist Orders prohibiting the activity which violates the conditions of the liquor 
license. 

The conditions of the Package Goods license issued pursuant to this Plan of Operation shall 
apply to the business address and License and to all officers, managers, partners, and direct or 
indirect owners of the licensed entity. The sale of the business to other persons purchasing the 
stock or membership units of the licensed entity does not void the conditions of the license. Any 
and all potential new owners of the licensed entity shall be subject to the same conditions set 
forth in this Plan of Operation. 

It shall be the duty of every person conducting, engaging in, maintaining, operating, carrying on 
or managing the above mentioned business entity to post this Package Goods license plan of 
operation next to the Package Goods license in a conspicuous place at the business address.
